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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed April 2, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues on that the Hashimoto et al. fails to disclose 
automatically changing the imaging cycle of the imaging device by doubling 
according to the brightness of the object. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Hashimoto et al. discloses an image pickup unit that is operated at a high speed 
frame rate which a bright scene is to be imaged and a short exposure time is 
allowed, and is operated at an ordinary frame rate when a dark scene is to be 
imaged and a long exposure time is required (col. 1, lines 47-53). Furthermore, 
Hashimoto et al. discloses in col. 14, lines 50-54 that the frame rate in the high 
speed mode is twice that in the ordinary mode (or the high speed frame time is 14 
the ordinary frame time). Therefore, Hashimoto et al. meets the claim limitation 
of having a changing device that automatically changes the imaging cycle of the 
imaging device by doubling according to the brightness of the object and the 
rejection is maintained. 

Regarding the amendment to claim 20, claim 20 is a method claim that 
has now been amended to correspond to the apparatus claim 1 . Therefore, the 
Hashimoto et al. reference would be substituted for the Date et al. reference in 
the rejection of claim 20 and the Hashimoto et al. would be applied to the 
rejection as discussed with respect to claim 1 , which means claim 20 is analyzed 
and rejected entirely as previously discussed with respect to claim 1 . 
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Furthermore, the method claims 21-26 correspond to the apparatus claims 2 and 
16-19. Therefore, claims 21-26 are analyzed and rejected as previously 
discussed with respect to claims 2 and 16-19.
